^ During the present week one of 
Canada's most famous battalions, the 
5th Mounted Rifles, will return to! 
Montreal after an absence of nearly > 
lour years. Along with them will be 
the 9th. Field Ambulance, under the j 
command of Lt.-Col. Vipond. U.s.o.,' 
Med. '95. In both units are a num- 
ber of McGill men, the latter being 
composed almost entirely of college 
students. \ 

The 9th Field Ambulance was re-' 
emitted In the winter of lWlti by Lt.-I 
Col. Peters, D.S.O, Going overseas In 
February, 1916, they were almost im-j 
mediately sent to France, and have 
carried on as a unit ever since. Prac- 
tically all of her officers were srad- 
uates in Medicine at McGill, and since | 
going over nearly all have been de- 
corated for service. 

Formed In February, 1916, the 5tn* 
C.M.R. was recruited in the Montreal ! 
district, and in the Eastern Town- 
ships. Lieut.-Col. G. H. Baker, M.P.,. 
Arts '98, Law '00, was given eomuiund 
of, the regiment, as it was then called.' 
being a mounted unit. 

Sherbrooke was the place chosen 
for the preliminary training and

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At a meeting of the Housewives' 
league of Montreal, with the presi- 
dent, Mrs Latham, in the chair. Dr. 
A. McGlll, of the Department of Trade 
and Commerce at Ottawa, gave an in- 
teresting talk on weights and meas- 
ures. 

"The matter of first importance," 
said Dr. McGill. "is the assurance that 
the weights and measures used are ac- 
curate. This is assured through the 
fact that all dealers are required to 
have their measures tested at two- 
year intervals. If it Is thought that 
a dealer is giving short weight or 
measure, be may be reported to J. J. 
Costigan, the federal representative of 
the Department of Weights and Meas- 
ures, who will see that the doubtful 
measures are tested. Since 1906, an 
Act of Parliament has prevented the 
sale of articles by measure unless a 
special agreement has been made with 
the purchaser. This has done a great 
deal towards checking dishonest sales 
Bill 19, introduced last year, propos- 
ed an amendment stating that the 
name and address of the manufactur 
er. the name and weight of 
the contained article and the 
date of manufacturing, be stamped 
on the package. This amendment 



passed the House of Commons, but 
was rejected in the Senate. One of 
the reasons for the failure of the Bill, 
and probably the chief reason, was 
that the manufacturers objected to the 
clause stating that the date of manu- 
facture bo on the package. Most 
goods are not impaired by keeping,: 
and thus, if the date were stamped,

To calculate mathematically the ac- 
tual number of men and women occu- 
pied In an unaelfish capacity would be 
quit* obviously Impossible. Suffice It 
to say that for the moat part they seem 
to come from the leisured and cultur- 
ed classes. The great mass of peo 
pie live a more or less hand-to-mouth 
exlatenoe, endeavouring In this era of 
money-grabbing to snatch for 'them- 
selves, as well as they may that which 
it necessary to support life. Is not 
this fact significant? Does it not 
show us a condition which fosters self- 
ishness? When man and woman must 
needs drudge and slave and grasp all 
day for the needed wage, how can they 
be anything else but selfish? Com- 
petition, rivalry of wits, all thla is 
selfish. Yet It is apparently neces- 
sary in order to live and when we must 
strive with all our power to aurpaia 
the other man is it likely that we will 
spend much time In helping him? 

Fortunately for the welfare of our 
social system, all is not competition. 
The element of oo-operation exista aa 
well. In fact, I feel confident that 
the ultimate solution of our many 
troublesome problems will be effect- 
ed through a growing, intelligent co- 
operation of man with man. Com- 
petition and co-operation wHl go 
hand in hand, mutually stimulative. 
In this way an era of well-being may 
be ushered in. 

But let ut consider the present con- 
dition. Competition ia at Its senlth 
or on its way there. The cry of the 
age Is specialisation— a result of the 
tremendous battle. For men cannot 
be competitors unless they specialise 
and their specialty demands their 
every effort and their every available 
hour. Most remarkable of all. even 
our altruism itself. Is specialized and 
xe relegate to certain Individuals the 
doing of kindly and generous deeds 
as well as the care of the spiritual 
welfare of the community. The suc- 
cessful business man has not the time 
to clean up the city slums: he is too 
busy to assume civic or stale respon-

Bit y form the sole means of helping 
the other fellow. If our lives were 
not so dependent upon our devotion to 
personal ends, we would then have 
less excuee for being ao selfish. H. 
C. Wells expresses the same idea when 
be says: "A man can do nothing 
higher, he can be of no service to any 
cause until he himself Is fed, and 
clothed, and equipped, and free." Only 
In ao far as a man has for himself pro- j 
vlded the necesalties of life, can hei 
devote much effort to those around 
blm. 

What a depressing sight It is to see 
selflshnees rolling in wealth and un- 
selfishness grinding in poverty'. Yet 
this state will pass away. Some day 
a man's efficiency will be ranked up- 
on his power of co-operation with his 
fellow man. Our social structure 
then, instead of enforcing selfUhness, 
•will discourage It, and a real Chris- 
tian Socialism will exist. This Is 
a VtoptaMo strive for!

ARRIVAL OF FIFTH 
C.M.R. JN MONTREAL 

(Continued From Past. 1) 

salient. This Is borne out by what 
Sir Max Aitken says in the second 
volume ot "Canada in Flanders." Here 
it Is slated; "The 5th C.M.R. suc- 
ceeded in maintaining their position in 
Mople Copse. Shelled to pieces for hour 
after hour, and hunted from cover to 
cover, they yet held on, and this fact 
was In no small measure due to the 
great firmness and heroic disregard 
of death exhibited by Col. Baker. He 
inspired his men by sheer personal 
magnetism and by the example of a 
splendid devotion to duty. Other men 
did their share in saving the line; still, 
but for him it might not have been 
saved at all, and in that case, June 
ïnd, would have been associated with 
a great disaster lo our arms." 

Col. Baker was mortally wounded 
early in the day and the command 
passed lo Major Draper, wbo. al- 
though hit himself, carried the colonel 
out of action and tlien returned to 
conduct the defence. Repeated Ger- 
man attacks were unsuccessful in 
trying to dislodge the C.M.R. from Ma- 
ple Copse. They were inflexible in 
their Intention to stay as long as it 
was given the.m to live. 

The battle of the Somme In Septem- 
ber gave the 5th C.M.R. another op- 
portunity of proving their sterling 
worth. In the big attack on Oour- 
cellette. where the 22nd Battalion won 
undying fame for the French-Canadian 
race, the 5th were entrusted with the 
taking of the ridge at Mouquet farm, 
This operation was successful, and 
from the ground gained the 22nd, and 
other battalions "jumped off" for the 
further attack which resulted in the 
capture of Courcellette. 

With the exception of a mosjt dar- 
in and well carried out daylight raid 
on December 20th. 1916, in which the 
5th C.M.R. co-operated there was little 
gave the monotony of holding the line 
during the winter of 1016-17. 

When the Canadians made such a 
name for 'themselves by the capture 
of Vlmy Ridge, tho 5th C.M.R. took a 
leading part in the attack on the Tjl- 
folie farm sector, continuing their op- 
erations until they passed' through to 
Petit Vlmy and Vimy village itself. 
They later assisted in gradually ex- 
tending our gains until the line was 
stabilized from Avion to Fresnoy.

Battalion, owing to lack of reinforce- 
ments, to maintain its strength, was 
broken up. Two companies were in- 
corporated with the 5th. 

Being out at rest when the attack 
on Hill 70 was launched, the 5th did 
not come in until after the show, when 
they consolidated and held what had 
been won. 

In October, 1917, the Canadian corps 
moved up to the Ypres sector and' were 
given the task of taking Passcben- 
daele, on which attempts by Imperials 
and Australians had previously been 
frustrated by the tenacity of the Ger- 
man troops. The 6th CM.R. were 
placed on the extreme left of the Ca- 
nadian corps, and in the attack of Oc- 
tober 30th, succeeded in passing to 
their objective In spite of the hellish 
shell fire and terribly sodden and 
shell-torn condition of the ground. 
Their losses were heavy. Major, now 
Lieut-Col. G. R. Pearkes, V.C., D.S.O., 
M.C, here won his V.C by saving tho 
situation in protecting an exposed 
flank, after being severely wounded. 

With the exception of a raid which 
they made in March, 1918, netting 
prisoners and causing many casualties 
to- the enemy, no serious fighting was 
dope until August, 1918, when '(he 6th 
took part In the big attack at Amiens. 
Here great successes fell ,to their lot, 
including the towns of Lequesnel and 

Beaucourt MllfiitfCtf. 

On August 26th the Battaltett pa*4 
tlotfated in the attack on Monchy le 
Preux' which together with Orange 
Hill and several lines of trenches was 
captured by them. A total advance 
of five thousand yards was made.

Dear Sir,— The Memorial which Mc- 
Gill intends to erect to the Alma 
Mater's dead heroes ought, in my 
opinion, to have three characters. 

It. should be a monument not essen- 
tially for the convenience of the living 
but, rather, consecrated to the memory 
of the fallen. 

It should be n monument that would 
arrest tho^ eyo ot everyone entering 
tho campus or passing on the street. 

It ought to have a finger pointing 
upwards, and a voice which would 
ring for ever in the ears of the suc- 
cessive generations. • 

I would suggest, therefore, that the 
McOill Memorial should take the shape 
or a bclfrey adjoining the proposed 
Convocation Hall. 

The architecture of this lower 
would be a tribute to tho cities of 
Northern France and Flanders. Its 
base would be covered with slabs 
bearing the names of those who went 
from tho' campus to the battlefield. 
Its summit would bear a clock, which 
would mark tho hottrs of the New Era, 
and act as a useful timekeeper for 
professors and students. But its 
greatest charm would be Its chimes, 
which at every mid-day would ring 
out one of the popular melodies of the 
trenches, reminding young and old of 
the "long, long trail," from which so 
many of McGill's best students have 
never returned. 

This belfrey, besides being a .'itting 
memorial and a fine ornament to tho
